Mayor Impellitteri yesterday 
threw his weight on the side of 
the private bus operators. against 


the. demands of 8,000 Transport 


Workers Union employes for a 40- 
hour week beginning New Year's 
Day. On the heels of a TWU an- 
nouncement that a strike vote 
would be held Dec. 4 against the 
10. companies, the Mayor said: 
“If either side or both thinks that 


this is a means of achieving a fare 


jadjustment on the private lines 


they are woefully mistaken.” 


The TWU insisted the 40-hour 
week and wage revisions have no 
relation to fares. The bus lines, 
however, have warned they will 
demand a nickel boost to meet 
the union requests. In lumping 
the TWU and the bus owners to- 
gether on the fare rise threat, Im- 
pellitteri is playing the game of 
the bus moguls—that wage _ in- 
creases must be tied to fares. 

Impellitteri also repeated argu- 
ments by the bus companies that 
“there is now in‘ effect a solemn 
agreement between’ the parties 
which will not expire until Dec. 
31, 1952.”

Once that hapens the way is 
cleared for an all-out move to shift 
the ful transit deficit, including 
the $37,000,000 bonded indebted- 
ness now being paid by real estate 
taxes, to the straphanger and the 
wage-earner. It is estimated that 
such a self-sustaining fare covering 
Operating costs and debt obliga- 
tions will mean a minimum 17- 
cent fare, and most experts see a 
basic toll of 21 to 23 cents. 

The Maguire-Komblum ‘report 
tries to overcome public apprehen- 
sion on this point—a warning made 
repeatedly by the Daily Worker 
since 1947, when the Authority 
project was first seriously project- 
ed—by saying in the second para- 
graph: 

“Upward adjustments in the 
rates of fare are not the sole rem- 
'edy, as the experience of other 
American cities demonstrate.” 

The report, however, shies away 
from making a no-fare rise com- 
mitment. “The compelling require- 
ment,” it says, “is for long range 
consideration and constant ap- 
praisal of the overall economic as- 
‘pects of the three forms of public 
| transportation, with the views of 
assuring their continued operation 
on a sound and enduring economic 
basis.” 

These “three forms” of transit— 
‘publicly owned. subways and 
| buses, privately-operated lines and

The civilized world watched the political police of 
the Department of Justice in their effort to jail‘one of the 
greatest leaders of the American Negro people. They 
noted the peculiar “crime” for which this man, one of the 
most distinguished figures in this nation, was being rushed 
to prison at the age of 83.

Why the ‘17’ Demand > a 
A Bill of Particulars 


(This is.the second of a series 
concerning the motions now be- 
ing considered by Federal Judge 
Conger and involving some of 
the most crucial issues of our 
time. They ask for the. dismissal 
of the Smith Act indictment un- 
der which 17 were arrested in 
New York on June 20.)°

MAINTAINING that ithe 
Communist leaders at the first 
Foley Sq. trial were found guilty 
in effect of conspiring to revolt 
with arms against the govern- 
ment when they were charged 
only with advocacy of ideas, 
Frank Serri, attorney for Albert

“The Dennis case,” he said, 
“was twisted and treated as if 
the defendants were actually en- 
gaged in an attempt at armed 
rebellion against Govern- 
ment of the United States. Their 
alleged doctrines or words— 
which the defendants strenu- 
ously denied taught force and 
violence—were transformed into 
future acts of treason, and the 
defendants, in effect, were found

Gus Hall, national secretary .

Civil Rights Congress 
attorneys have fined an appeal for 
Washington with the Supreme 
Court asking the tribunal to grant
